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SO-CALLED FLUIS 


ONLY GRIPE, - 


DOCTORS STATE 


Emphatic expression of opinion that 
the so-called influenza, .which has 
again become epidemic, is nothing 
more or less than the old-fashioned 
“grippe,” was drawn fom medical men 
who were induced to discuss the situ- 
ation, by an Albertan reporter. The 
scribe can summarize their remarks 
by the following terse sentences: 

“Less than three out. of ten of the 
cases reported ever develop. actual in- 
fluenza. Death is caused by: pneu- 
monia. 

“The majority of cases reported are 
either severe colds, or, at worst, the 
la grippe. 

“People who live carelessly, eat too 
much of things they shouldn't, are 
easy subjects 

“Take care of yourself when you 
contract’a cold. That is the best pre- 
ventive.” 

“Nothing but the old-fashioned 
grippe,” was the invariable remark of 
medical men, whose days are filled 
just at present in rushing about from 
patient to patient laid up with what 
they have imagined is Spanish influ- 
enza. People of the older generation 
will recall to mind that 30 years ago 
la grippe was pandemic many people 
died towns were isolated, and a great 
hubbub was made over the rapid 
spread of what was then believed to 
be a terrible malady. Since then the 
grippe has been recurring from year 
to year, with more or less fatal re- 
sults to certain people. Death, how- 
ever, has always been due to pneu- 
monia, which developed from the 
other disease. So it is with the so- 
called influenza today. 

“It is foolish to call this influenza,” 
said Dr. Church. yesterday; “it is 
nothing. but the grip. I attended 
many cases last year and am _attend- 
ing many this year, and I may say 
that in very few cases have I found 
what I consider to be influenza. It 
is nearly all severe cold or la grippe. 

‘T’ll_ tell you another thing,” said 
Dr. Church. “If people would learn 
to live right, they“would have more 
chance of fighting off. anything like 
this when it comes along, whether it 
is flu or grippe.. It is a toxic con- 
dition of the blood that induces the 
flu or grip nine cases out of ten. The 
patient simply has a bad liver, that 
is all, and is unable to throw off the 
disease. I find-that people who have 
been living carefully, take good care 
of their bodies, have good. constitu- 
tions, have little trouble inthrowing off 
the germs of anything. A great deal 
depends upon the condition of the in- 
dividual himself whether disease is 
contracted. We can generally tell 
the difference between grip and a 
genuine influenza case by the length 
of time the fever lasts.” 

Dr. Aikenhead had no hesitation in 
saying he believed the majority of 
cases of so-called flu were nothing but 
la grippe. He himself had found very 
little actual influenza in the many 
cases he had attended. He did not 
minimize the danger of even la grippe, 
which is just as dangerous as any- 
thing else if not properly handled. 
Care in handling colds when they de- 
veloped was of chief importance. 
Death resulted from pneumonia. 

Dr. Neil McPhatter was emphatic 
in his belief that much of the preva- 
lent illness at the present time was 
nothing but Ia grippe. He had found 
little, if any, realinfluenza in the cases 
he had attended. *

I’m a Scotchman and in my opinion 
the W.C.T.U. are going the wrong 
way about it if they - want to 
Canadianize us.

The 
blood o' Wallace and o’ Bruce sstill 
courses through our veins, the fightin’ 
spirit o’ the past a legacy remains. 
And while we may be willing to be

The St. Andrew's Society is a real 
live society, and when we Scotch come 
across a paragraph in print like the 
one referred to, it only kindles the 
flame of the “bull dog” spirit to keep 
going. 

I would put the Canadians in our 
position for a moment, and ask them, 
if they went to Scotland, would they 
be willing to give'up all the Canadian:

moment's notice. > - You can answer 
that in your own conscience. But to 
my mind, things such as these take 
time, and only those who have left 
the land o’ their birth and their “Ain 
Folks” can understand . 

The way in which the report reads 
is an absolute insult to the British 
Isles, and I'd ask the party who spoke 
of us as foreigners to refer to their 
dictionary ‘for the meaning of the 
word “Foreigner.” I undestand a 
foreigner to be an alien. I’d suggest 
that the W.C.T.U. get to work and 
Canadianize the alien before’ they 
start on British born subjects. I 
think the old saying comes in good 
here—Sweep the dirt frae yer ain 
door, afore ye start tae sweep ours.

Western Re-construction 
Association, resolved that this council 
endorse the principle contained in 
said letter. Carried, Aldermen Turn- 
bul) and Broughton voting nay. 

The four garages of Red Deer were 
represented by a deputation which ad- 
dressed the Council with regard to 
the business tax on garages. 

Mr. Howlett said the garages were 
practically doing business only eight 
months of the year, and he thought 
the Council should consider this point, 
as it was a great hardship on ,the 
business they represented to be taxed 
so high.

thought that in the slack time, four | 


months at least they should not be 
taxed so high as other months. 

The Mayor pointed out all business- 
es had their dull periods, and it was 
too late now anyway, as a complaint 
of this nature should have been 
brought before the Court of Revision. 

Alderman Broughton ‘pointed out 
that his business was also very dull 
during the winter months, and he had 
quite as hard a time in the winter ar 
the garages had. 

No action was taken in the matter.

THE WESTERN GENERAL 

The following letter was received 
from the Attorney-General by the 
Mayor: % 

Dear Sir,— 

. The Provincial Government has 
been negotiating for some time with 
the Western General Electric Com- 
pany for the purchase of their tele- 
nhone system in the city of Red 
Deer, including all toll and _ rural 
lines, with the object of making this 
system part of the telephone system 
of the province. We have now arrived 
at a basis of agreement with the 
company and are ready to take over 
the system. 

I presume that the change will be 
satisfactory to the people of Red

porpetual darkness of his blinded 
sight, and on those days no custom- 
ers would come to buy his wares, and 
he imagine 1 himself being led home 
by the hand without the wherewithal 
to buy a meal.

Yes! and he 
almost revelled in this idea, and even 
practised a little in quiet moments on 
that pathetic little ballad “The Blind 
Boy.” 

But a day came when a hand led 
him ‘to the wonderful establishment 
of St. Dunstan’s, a hospital created 
under the influence of the sightless 
Sir Arthur Pearson, to prepare blind- 
ed soldiers to face again the battle of 
life.

The Beneficial Work of In- 


sects in Civilization 


The Alberta Natural History Society 
held the first meeting of the new year 
on Friday last in the City Library with 
Mr. Whitehouse in the chair. The at- 
tendance was not large, but the meet- 
ing was a very interesting one. The 
Secretary read a letter from Miss 
Goudie, at Medicine Hat, with refer- 
ence to the formation of a branch of 
the Society at that point. This was 
approved enthusiastically. 

The main business of the evening 
was the hearing of an address by Mrs. 
Pamely on “Insects and Civilization.” 
She said in part:— 

Insects have had an important place 
in the development of the world as we 
know it. We owe our coal-beds tothe 
fertilization of the forests of the car- 
boniferous period, probably by insects. 
So indirectly’ the credit of all industry 
depending on coal belongs partly to the 
insect. 


The same argument holds good in 


‘the care of commercial woods, fruits 


und vegetables, medicines, perfumes, 
and other vegetable products. 

Insects play an important part in 
the necessary scavenging business of 
nature. They turn the rotting refuse 
of field and forest into leaf-mould and 
wood-mould. The bketles, especially, 
are valuable in this work, keeping na- 
ture’s processes sweet and unclogged. 
An instance of this work is found in 
the paper-making of the wasps. 

Man as a tiller of the soil is helped 
enormously by insects and other small 
animals, which open up and loosen the 
soil. 

As an aid to civilization? the first 
place among insects probably belongs 
to the silk-moth. The silk industry is 
one of the oldest of human trades, pos- 
sibly originating the j!legend of the 
Golden Fleece. Chingse tradition car- 
ries the art back twenty-six centuries 
before Christ. . 

There is a debit side to tfe insects’ 
account with civilization. Insects have 
been agents of great disaster. The 
great inroads of insect swarms, leav- 
ng famine, pestilence, misery and 
oss behind them, have been like the 
ravages of invading armies. 

The building of the Panama canal 
was held up for decades, until the 
eause of yellow fever was found to be 
the malarial mosquito. 

The paper wound up with a few re- 
ferences to insect superstitions. The 
Nyeyptian sacred scarab was a becth 
ne of the scriptural derties, Beelze- 
pub, was the God of Flies. The butter- 
tly was also sacred, and the Greek far- 
mers used the Cicada, or harvest fly, as 
their emblem. ; 

References were made to the bee, the 
cochineal insect, and gall flies, which 
indirectly provide us with inks and 
dyes. 

The paper was keenly appreciated 
and followed by a discussion in which 
the audience took part.

But Poland and Rou-- 
mania must be actively and heartily 
assisted to maintain their fences, and 
even Germany assisted to the point 
where Rolchevism can be held down. 
If the Allies.do this in Burone, and 
the British Government deals vigor- 
ously with the Enver Pashas, when 
‘hev lav themeelves .onen. the ont- 
look will improve. At present, the 
withdrawal of the few United States 
troops in Siberia, and Japan’s disin- 
rlination to maintain large active 
forces there. mean that Bolshevist con- 
trol of Eastern Siberia may come be-; 
fore spring. f | 

This aftermath of the great war 
illustrates to anvone with half an eve 
that the only method of keeping neace 
in the larger part of Europe and Asia 
is an active, co-operative policy by 
the allied powers. The policy of as- 
sisting Denikine and Kolchak with 
supplies only has failed. Adventur-; 
ers like Enver Pasha feel free to 
carve. out new kingdoms as if there 
was no such thing as a League of 
Nations. The world will be lucky if 
the ‘red” schemers of Russia do not 
cause widespread trouble yet. 
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ITS “FOOL'S PARADISE.’ | 


The yearly financial review of Sir, 
Edmund Walker, President of the’ 
Canadian Bank of Commerce, always ' 
contains many striking and illumin-' 
ating passages, and the last one, given 
a few days ago, represents no depart- 
ure from custom. We quote the fol-! 
lowing as a example: | 

“While we and the rest of the world 
are failing to produce on a sufficient 
scale to provide for human comfort 
and to pay our debts—the price of 
everything has so increased, that al- 
though all clearing-houses and trade 
returns show higher figures in money, 
these generally represent transactions 
based on smaller quantities of mer- 
chandise, and because we think in 
terms of dollars and not of merchan- 
dise, we are living in a fool’s para- 
dise.” . 

Sir Edmugd's remarks, of course, 
are limited to the sphere of matters 
finonecial, commercial and industrial, 
but it is not only “because we think 
in terms of dollars instead of mer- 
chandise that we are living in a fool's 
naradise.”’ This world will have to 
‘hink in terms of other things much 
‘ascg material but infinitely more pot- 
ent and indispensable to its good, be- 
fore jt will have got out of its “fool’s 
paradise.” It will have to think more 
of the plain and homely virtues of 
honesty and unselfishness, of charity 
and toleration. It will have to put 
principle at the head of its parade in- 
stead of dfagging it behind. 

A world in which the cult of 
“everyone fer himself and the devil 
take the hindmost” finds such wide 
acceptance and application as it does 
on this particular sphere, needs to 
do a lot of thinking before it can 
emerge from the peculiar kind of para- 
dise in which Sir Edmund Walker 
says it now exists.—Victoria Times.

POULTRY ASSOCIATION 


aac Successful First Year 
—Planning Monthly 
Meetings 


The Red Deer Poultry and Pet-Stock 
‘Association held their annual meeting 
in the City Hall on the evening of Feb- 
ruary 3, 1920. The President, Mr.E. S. 
‘Hogg, addressed the meeting and 
stated that as conflicting circumstan- 
ces were such as to prevent him from. 
attending to his duties towards the 
Association, he would not go into de- 
tails, and would call upon the Secre- 
tary-Treasurer, Mr. H. K. Byers, for a 
full report of the activities of the As- 
sociation during the past year. 

Secretary’s Report 

Your Association was formed on 
March 13, 1919, with an enrollment of 
thirty members. A number of mect- 
ings were held during the year discus- 
sing poultry questions, one of the morc 
important ones being an address from 
Mr. Wm. Milne, which, to say the 
least, was very beneficial “to all present. 

Your Association felt that needed 
accommodation was necessary in ex- 
hibiting poultry at the Red Deer Agri- 
cultural Fair, and with this end in 
view waited upon the Fair Board and 
requested them, if they could, toadopt 
the Standard Coop fronts, 150 in num- 
ber. This the Board were good enough 
to do, and a very marked improvement 
was manifest at their 1919 Exhibition 


‘in the poultry department. During the 


Fall, the matter of a Winter Poultry 
Show was taken up, and on November 
3, a meeting was called when it was 
finally decided that one should be held. 
Your Secretary was appointed super- 
intendent, and together with your 
town 
with a view of obtaining donations and 
special prizes in kind with which 
to start a prize list. I need not further 
go into the success which we had; the 
citizens responded in no mean measure 
with the result that the Association 
were able to present one of the most 
up-to-date prize lists ever gotten out 
by any Association of its size in the 
Dominion. 

The show was held on December 16 
and 17 in the old Methodist church, 
which was donated by Judge Greene, 
of Medicine Hat, for that purpose; the 
coops of the Red Deer Agricultural 
Society were kindly donated and trans- 


‘ferred from the Fair grounds free of 


charge by Mr. Wm. Moore and Messrs. 
Hewson & Sons. There were 224 en- 
tries of high-class poultry made, with 
a total number of birds making 264. 

The financial statement was present- 
ed, showing the Secretary as being 
bonded with the Alberta Government 
to the sum of $350, and he, with the 
President, guaranteeing the respon- 
sibility of an overdraft in the bank un- 
til such time as the Alberta Govern- 
ment grant is given for prizes paid out, 
the Association having paid, out $314 
in prizes to the exhibitors during the 
show. Your books were audited by Mr. 
Youmans and found correct with a 
balance in the bank at present of $34.40 
which, after the said grant is made 
and the note, at present in the bank, 
lifted, will be increased to $174.40, with 
which to begin activities for the year 
of 1920. 

The report was adopted.

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FAMINE IN POTATOES! 


A famine in potatoes is in sight in 
Alberta. A statement in the Herald 
of Saturday says potatoes will soon 
disappear from many tables in Cal- 
gary and other points of Alberta, as 
the supply in the city is virtually ex- 
hausted and replenishment is not pos- 
sible because of an acute shortage in 
Alberta, and because British Columbia 
shippers are sending much of their 
limited stocks to Seattle and other 
United States points. Wholesale 
prices on B.C. potatoes in Calgary 
will be $125 a ton, or 634 cents a 
pound, and the retail price cannot be 
less than three pounds for twenty-five 
cents. The shortage is so great in 
Vancouver that some of the restaur- 
ants and hotels are not placing pota- 
toes on the menu. 

Red Deer district now, as always, 
is blessed in that we have plenty of 
potatoes to eat at reasonable prices, 
and many citizens have sufficient in 
their cellars to last to the new crop. 
But there will be a decided shortage 
here before new potatoes come again, 
and the few people who have potatoes 
to sell will secure fancy prices. for 
their tubers. © 


SCOTLAND TO GIVE UP ITS 
“SCOTCH”

CUTTING OUT BUSINESS WITH 
THE UNITED STATES. 


So great has become the stress and 
strain of the exchange question be- 
tween Canada and the United States, 
that the pegple of Canada are cutting 
out their business with companies’ 
across the line. A financial note in 
the Sun and New York Herald, Wed- 
nesday last, says: 

“Due to the demoralized condition 
of the foreign exchange market, mer- 
chants are having daily more diffi- 
culty in transacting business with 
Canadians. Tuesday the premium on 
New York exchange advanced to 13% 
per cent., an unprecedented figure. 
Translated into dollars and cents, a 
New York draft for $100 at Montreal 
sould cost the purchaser $113.50. 
With such a barrier confronting them, 
Canadians doing business in the Unit- 
ed States and Americans doing busi- 
ness in Canada, are making no at- 
‘empt to transfer funds across the 
line. Commerce between the two 
countries is slowly but surely drying 
up.” 

This {gs a very unfortunate condition 
of affairs, and ig even worse-so far as 
Great Britain and France are concern- 
ed. No doubt some arrangement will 
be arrived at in the near future by 
the great powers to remedy the mat- 
er, although some authorities seem to 
think {t may take several years before 
the exchange will be down to normal 
again. 


EXAMINER'S REVIEW OF 
PROVINCIAL MARKETS 


Saturday, February 7th 
Cattle. 


So far as beef offerings are concern- 
ed, the cattle being quoted as 
“Choice” in the list of Calgary sales 
are being flattered, for they are not 
toppers by any means. The market 
has been fairly steady with a slight 
advance on the best steers and cows, 
the top steers being from $10.50 to 
$11.75; good butchers, $9.25 to $10.50. 
Sale of stockers and feeders have 
been fairly light during the week, 
and the heifers and cows are begin- 
ning to move freely, with the best 
heifers as high as $8, and stocker 
cows up to $7. Choice veal calves 
would sell well, and a price of $9.25 
would be exceeded. There have not 
been many bulls on hand which at- 
tracted the buyers and they were a 
little lower. There is very little ship- 
ping to Chicago or St. Paul, though 
some beef is going to Spokane and 
Portland. 

Alberta beef cattle markets are a 
law unto themselves this week, for 
they have been holding up despite 
weakness everywhere else. Edmon- 
ton is still finding lots of beef buyers 
for the offerings, and they are holding 
up the prices, which are to some ex- 
tent benefitted by the receipts not 
being too heavy. There are no extra 
good steers on the market, but there 
have been sales up to $12 on steers; 
medium steers are bringing from $9 
to $11. The best cows are holding at 
$9.50 for the tops. Butcher buyers 
are keeping tho market steady. The 
improved weather has stimulated the 
dcmand for breedin: stock, and feed- 
ers, and the movement will be heavier 
from now on. 


Hogs. 

The hog market is off on one of its 
wild rushes, and sales on Wednesday 
were at $20.75, and yesterddy they 
had reached $21. The whole country 
is being combed for hogs. There were 
not many in the pens for the buyers 
this morning, and the price was $21. 

Edmonton hog market is also 
strong, and the prices there yesterday 
had reached $21. 

Sheep. 

Very few fat sheep are quoted, 
though there is some movement in 
breeding ewes. Fat lambs will sell 
around $14.50, a little over or under, 
according to quality. 

There is very little demand 
sheep in the Edmonton yards. 

Horses. 

With warmer weather, the horse 
market may show some improvement, 
and the way horses have been selling, 
It,could stand it. There are more 
horses pulled out of the sale ring by 
‘the shippers because of low bids than 
are being taken by the buyers. The 
top -prices on the best teams are 
around: $450. to $476, for horses of

If it is true thatall lterature which 


has permanent or universal value is 


inspired, we may well recognize that 
others beside ‘holy men of old’ have 
spoken or written as they were moved 
by the Divine Spirit. 

There is very much in the charac- 
ter of Hamlet which relates us_ to 
us all, In studying his personality we 
are studying ourselves and the vari- 
ous moods which affect our life and 
conduct. There are mysteries in his 
personality which continually incite 
us to reflection, and we may draw 
lessons from the play which are not 
without value for the present age. 

The Ghost in the play is very much 
in keeping with some of the discover. 
les of the present age, and might well 
furnish a theme for discussion. When 
Science, which long has regarded 
Spiritualism with indifference, is now 
roused to keen’ interest in what 
claims to be a new revelation, we may 
reasonably expect that accurate  in- 
formation may be furnished upon a 
subject long enshrouded in mystery. 

Our interest however is not in 
the occult features of the play, but 
rather in the distinct moral teaching 
which this tragedy contains. 

In describing the King's remorse 
for his crime—a remorse mingled with 
murderous intentions towards Ham- 
let—Shakespeare very clearly empha- 
sized the ethical requirements of re: 
Ngion. “Forgive me my foul murder? 
That cannot be; since I am. still 
nossessed of those effects for which 
I did the, murder, my crown, My own 
ambition, and my queen. 

May one be pardoned, and retain 
the offence? * * * 

“My words fly up, my thoughts re- 
main below: Words without thoughts 
never to Heaven go.” “If I regard 
iniquity in my heart the Lord will not 
hear me” : 

The strange hesitancy and inaction 
of Hamlet fs the outcome of his pecul- 
far temperament. 

The obligation to revenge his 
‘father’s death is repugnant to him. 
Although capable of vigorous action, 
he is not eager for revenge as Laertes 
was. His keen imagination and vig- 
orous intellect enable him to see the 
larger issues of life and leads him to 
hesitate, where men of lesser vision 
would make haste to act. 

He wishes to be certain that he is 
not deceived as to the real nature of 
the ghostly visitor, and also to be 
assured of the real guilt of the king. 
These things having been cleared up, 
he hesitates to slay the king while the 
latter. is engaged in prayer, and 
awaits an hour when he shall be sure 
the crime shall not go unpunished. 

Sensitive as his nature is to tha 
crimes of incest and murder, he re- 


ishing these crimes. Thus does man 
hesitate to assume the prerogatives of 
the divine. Hamlet feels himself 
borne onward by relentless fate, in 
the grip of moral forces which fill his 
soul with dread. “Thus conscience 
does make cowards of us all.” 

Grappling with these moral _prob- 
lems, at last the truth becomes clear 
to his mind that Ged's laws operate 
irrespective of human failure. “There 
is a Uivinity that shapes our ends, 
rough hew them how we will.” 

There is no note of forgiveness in 
the play except in the reconciliation 
of Hamlet and Laertes, based upon a 
mutual understanding of each other's 
real nature and motives. Shakespeare 
preaches the fundamental principle of 
unfailing justice but he does not here 
set forth the gospel of a love that 
redeems. 

In striking contrast with the twi- 
light experience of Hamlet who 
shrinks from undertaking a divine 
mission, and whose soul goes unwil- 
lingly upon his errand, is the clearer 
vision of Jesus, who “seeing life clear- 
ily and seeing it whole," goes forth to 
his appointed task in a world of injus- 
tice and sin impelled by a law within, 
sustained by faith in the absolute 
goodness of God, assured of immor- 
tality, greeting the unseen with a 
cheer and surrendering Himself glad- 
Iy to do the will of Him that set His 
task. 

Are we facing the issues of life with 
the melancholy doubt and uncertainty 
of Hamlet, or are we following in the 
footsteps of Jesus, rejoicing in the 
Light?

!fis reported from some points. Mani- 
toba hay has been ecdvanced from $2 
to $4 per ton.

take chances of escaping the notice 
of the health authorities by not re- 
porting, and will even permit their 
chitdren to continue at school. This 
has been a persistent source of diffi- 


‘culty and baffles the most alert health 


sulhcrties. 

Cr. the other hand, of course, there 
ave cases where the symptoms are not 
recornized. Some do not even notice 
them, or, being light they send the 
child te school. This has led to equai- 
ly serious results in facilitating their 
spread. Some wise words on this 
point were recently spoken by Dr. 
™homas D. Wood, Chairman of the 
Committee on Health Problems in 
Education of the National Council of 
Education of the United Staices, 
They may be well noted by every 
Alberta mother. 

“For the best interests of himself 
and of his school companions, he 
should be kept at home upon the 
first signs of health disturbance, and 
excluded from school before they 
have developed into the recognizable 
and distinctive symptoms of disease. 
The school is by its very nature per- 
fectly adapted to serve as an agency 
for assembling and distributing child- 
ren’s diseases throughout the com- 
munity, and all too frequently this is 
just what occurs. If there is a reas 
onably intelligent and conscientious 
co-operation between parents, teach- 
ers, physicians, nurses and _ health 
authorities, there need be no epidem- 
ics. Even the children may be 


disorders. in  theraselves and their 
companions and can help to protect 
themselves. No child should ever 
knowingly be exposed to any con- 
tagious disease.” .

Dealing with the 
subject of the toast Mr. McClure in his 
inimitable and characteristically vig- 
orous style pointed out that all hu- 
manity was more or less imbued with 
criminal tendencies, and that if the 
thin veneer of pharasaical “hypocrisy, 
under which the vast majority of the 
people lived, were once removed, be- 
hind the scene would be found grent- 
er criminals than have yet been dis- 
covered to the annals of criminology. 
Mr. McClure, alluding presumably to 
the speech of someone who had pre- 
ceded him, stated that he had abso- 
lutely no patience with cant and hy- 
pocrisy, and for his part he was going 
to discuss fearlessly and frankly the 
subject under consideration. “Look 
you Mr. Toastmaster,” exclaimed Mr. 
McClure, pointing dramatically to the 
parrot owned by Messrs. Moon and 
Chuck, the proprictors of the Cafe, 
“Think gou, Sir, that yonder bird is 
one half the criminal that every man 
in this room is?” Mr. McClure, plao- 
ing the parrot befare him on the table 
entered upon profoundly learned and 
scientific’ discugsion as to the relative 
mentality of the parrot, compared 
with that of the humun being, Mr. 
McClure disclosed a wealth of know- 
ledge of bird life that wa uite sur- 
prising to those present.

To the Editor of The News: 

Dear Sir,—In one senso it is very 
gratifying to me that such a reply has 
been drawn from the Christian Science 
Committee, as published in your last 
issue. To get C.S. to come out in the 
open is an almost hopeless task.” 

The Committee’s admission of belief 
that “Christ is not God” should in it- 
self be sufficient to open the eyes of 
those being drawn toward C.S. to see 
the terrible mistake thoy have been 
making. How anyone could imbibe 
teachings so utterly-repugnant to the 
whole tenor of the Scripture and yet 
call themselves Christians is an amaz- 
ing thing! The familiar words of the 
Gospel of the loving John should be 
enough to set at rest the minds of any 
sincere Gospel seeker after truth. The 
words of that Gospel so generously 
committed to memory by the children 
of fifty years ago has remained with 
them as a precious memory through all 
the years of sins and sorrows and 
turmoil of life, fortifying them against 
the pernicious delusions of such false 
doctrines. Let us recall some of the 
words of St. John on the personality 


of Christ: “In the beginning was the 
Word and the Word was_ with God, 
and the Word was God.” “The same 


was in the beginning with God.” “All 
things were made by Him and without 
Him was not anything made that was 
made.” “He was in the world and the 
world was made by Him and the world 
knew Him not.” “And the Word was 
made flesh and dwelt among us and 
we beheld His glory, the glory as of 
the only begotten of the father full of 
grace and truth.” No man has seen 
God at any time; the only begotten 
Son which is in the bosom of the. 
father, he hath declared him.” One 
might go on quoting verse after verse 
in proof of this greatest of all truths, 
but the need would seem to be super- 
fluous in this our day of enlightenment 
and open Bible. It seems a strange 
thing that so many persist in their 
disregard and disbelief in the plain 
teachings of the written word. One is 
reminded of Christ’s saying in the 
parable of the rich man. in torment, 
“If they hear not Moses and the pro- 
phets, neither will they be persuaded 
though one rose fromthe dead.” 

It is true that in the early days or 
Christ’s ministry his followers were 
mystified as to the status of Christ be- 
ing God incarnate. Even John the 
Baptist admits that he “knew him not 
but he that sent me to baptize with 
water the same said unto me: upon 
whom thou shalt see the Spirit de- 
scending and remaining on him the 
same is he which shall baptize with 
the Holy Ghost.” He is then constrain- 
ed to ery: “Behold the Lamb of God 
which taketh the sins of the world.” 
We may well ask whence this power 
of taking away sin and baptizing with 
the Holy Ghost, if Christ is not in- 
deed God.

It’ was hard-for them to accept 
Christ’s words: “I-and my Father are 
one.”. Eyen:-when, their hearts were | 
filled- with love ‘for Christ and sor- 
row at. the prospect of his removal 
they still could not understand when 
he told ‘them he-would send them the 
“Comforter,". whom he described to 
‘them as the “Spirit of Truth”, and as 
the “Holy Ghost,” because they could 
not grasp the thought that the Christ 
they loved was also God, and had the 
power to do these things. 

He rebukes Philip's unbelief with 
“Have I been so long a time with you 
and yet hast thou not known me, Phi- 
lip, he that hath seen me hath seen 
the Father, and how sayest thou then 
show us the Father?” We have abun- 
dant proof that towards the end of 
Christ's ministry the disciples were 
fully convinced, even the doubting 
‘Yhomas who exclaimed in the depths 
of his humiliation for his former un- 
lalief, “My Lord and my God.” The 
Gisciples then began to more fully un- 
Gerstand and appreciate Christ’s words 
“And now, O Father, glorify me with 
thine own self with the glory which 
3} had with thee before the world was.” 
Not only were the disciples and the 
apostlePaul convinced of the oneness 
of the Christ with God, but also we 
have indisputable proof that the ear- 
ly Christians were firm believers in the 
coctrine. The dying words of the 
inartyr. Stephen were: “Lord Jesus 
rsceive my spirit.” Paul in writing 
{o the Colossians, warning them 
against false science, says, ‘Beware 
last any man spoil you through phil- 
csophy and vain deceit, after the tra- 
dition of men, after the rudiments of 
the world, and not after Christ. For 
in him dwelleth all the fullness of the 
Godhead bodily.” 

Let me here remark that I do not 
propose to be drawn into any useless 
disputation as to the Trinity or tri- 
unity of God. I am aware that others 
as well as C. S. hold different views 
to my own and are ready to combat 
them. While we have abundant proof 
of the eternal existence of God the 
Vather, Son and Holy Spirit, and’ 
though it may be natural in each of 
us to try to form some conception of 
this great mystery, yet we must re- 
member that our range and power of 
thought is limited to the finite, and 
that as such we cannot grasp the mys- 
teries of the infinite. While we con- 
ceive somewhat of the personality, 
character and attributes of the triune 
God, it is not given us to understand 
that which we do not need to know. 

As previously pointed out the C. S. 
distinction of Christ not being God but 
the Son of God is altogether unscrip- 
tural; ‘inasmuch as they define that 
sonship as only the “idea or reflec- 
tion” of God, and at the same time 
give all other men the same status, 
whereas: the scriptural definition of 
Christ was “the only begotten Son of 
the Father.” “With all the fulness of the 
Godhead” and giving man title to that 
sonship, only through the sacrifice and 
mediation of Christ. 

The committee say that Ihave made 
many incorrect statements; if so they 
are not intentional, and, if pointed 
out specifically, I will be glad to make 
corrections. ._In the one specific in- 
stance to which they allude they are 
again guilty of sidestepping and mis- 
quoting. I did not say that Christian 
Scientists defy sanitary laws, but that 
their teaching is guilty of ‘‘advocat- 
ing a defiance of sanitary laws.” Mrs. 
Eddy’s many sneering references to 
the laws of hygiene and precaution 
against contagion should be sufficient 
proof that this is true. If any one 
doubts I would refer to the book “‘Sci- 
ence and Health” pages 143, 175, 382, 
to 390. There are many more passag- 
es of like nature, and the reader will 
note that drugs and hygiene are usual- 
ly coupled together and denounced 
alike,

STRONGER BEER IN 
QUEBEC IS WANTED 


Quebec, February 5.—A delegation 
from the Association of Retail Mer- 
chants of Canada, interested in the 
liquor license question waited on 
Hon. Walter Mitchell yesterday to 
urge the’ re-establishment of coun- 
ters at which purchasers can con- 
sume beer and wine and at the same 
time retaining the tables that are 
now allowed. 

They urged the government to in- 
crease the alcoholic percentage al- 
lowed in beer and wine to the figure 
that it was before the passing of the 
Prohibition Act. The delegation also 
asked that hotels and licensed  res- 
taurants be allowed to remain open 
from 8 o’clock in the morning until 
11 o'clock at night. 

ONLY BONA FIDE CLUBS 

Finally they asked the government 
to so amend the law that no license 
for the sale of liquor shall be given 
to any club which is not bona-fide, 
meaning by this, organizations which 
provide Jibraries, reading and writing 
rooms, and other conveniences and 
amusements for the members, and 
that the total number of such clubs 
chall not exceed 25 in the city of 
Montreal. 

The amendments to the license law 
will probably be introduced at the 
beginning of next week, and ~there 
seems little doubt that something 
will be proposed which will increase 
the alcoholic strength of beer and 
wine considerably, almost, if not 
quite, as it was in pre-war prohibi- 
tion days.

SCIENTIFIC TEMPERANCE. 


Drink and Degeneracy. . 


The Boards of Health of St. John, 
Halifax, Toronto and New York, and 
authorities. from all over the world, 
agree that the drinking of parents’ 
causes mental and physical defects 
in children. This means an immense 
loss to the country. Dr. Sullivan, of 
Great Britain, reported in 1915 that 
an investigation of the children of 21 
drinking mothers showed that ‘55 
per cent. died under two years of age; 
while of the children of 28 sober 
mothers only 23 per cent. died under 
that ‘age. 

We establish Boards of Health to 
prevent disease; we compel vaccin- 
ation to prevent smallpox; we have 
milk inspectors to secure pure milk; 
we establish sanitariums to. treat 
tuberculosis. Should we allow the 
saloons to exist which does a hundred 
times more harm than all these 
combined? 

Our government quarantines our 
ports against cholera, yellow fever, 

all pox; bulletins are published to 
each the farmer-about the care of his 
crops and fruit, and to acquaint him 
with the best grade of apples, pota- 
toes, wheat, etc. If as much atten- 
tion had been given to teaching the 
people the poisonous nature of alco- 
hol, we would not need prohibition 
laws. How many- young men would 
drink liquors if they really knew the 
facts of the case; or how many 
young girls would think of marrying 
a young man who uses intoxicating 
liquors? 

A recent writer says ‘truly, ‘Tf a 
good breed of stock means money in 
the pocket of the farmer, why should 
not the government find it as im- 
portant to raise up a virile race of 
men and women who would add to our 
country’ wealth?” : 

Every nation now realizes’ that 
alcohol is the most important factor 
in race degeneracy. The favorite 
drink in Bulgaria is buttermilk, and 
one person in every thousand lives to 
over a hundred years of age, while 
not a few live to one ‘hundred and 
fifty years. The United States com- 
es next with one centenarian to every 
2,500; Spain. one in every 4,400; 
France one in every 190,000; England 
one in every 200,000; and Germany 
one in every 700,000. It is not a 
mere accident that the nation which 
drinks the least alcohol, and whose 
favorite drink is buttermilk, has the 
greatest number’ of ~Centenarians, 
while the country that drinks eight 
times as much beer has the smallest 
number. It is not a mere coincidence 
that in both Canada and the . United 
States the amount of crime and insan- 
ity is so closely proportioned to the 
amount of alcoholic Hquors consum- 
ed. Finally, how is it that taxes are 
50 much greater in wet towns than 
in dry?

LONGER LIFE OF ABSTAINERS 


In his address at the Arena Gar- 
dens, Toronto, in opening the refer- 
endum campaign, Billy Sunday, the 
great evangelist, stated that if a 
young man happened to be a booze 
drinker, it would cost him about four- 


teen years of his life. This is a 
fact. 
The following table indicates the 


expectation of life from the various 
ages as shown first by the “H.M.” 
(healthy male) table which was de- 
duced by British actuaries from the, 
experience of the total business of a 
large number of British insurance 
companies, covering the years 1863-! 
1893, and is regarded as one of the | 
best standards in existence. 

The second, the “‘T.M.” (temperance 
male) column was deduced by Rod- 
erick Mackenzie Moore, an eminent 
British actuary, from the’ experience 
of the United Kingdom Temperance 
and General Provident Institution of 
Great Britain, with regard to the liv- 
druing the 
years 1841-1891. 

The-last column shows the per 
cent. of total abstainers according to 
the HM and added years that come 
on the average to TM columns. It 
should be especially noted that the 
following table is not a comparison 
of abstainers’ lives with those of non- 
abstainers, but of abstainers’ lives 
with the standards for well-selected 
lives generally, which are not classi- 
fled.

President Masaryk sees clearly, and 
success which attends the efforts of 
the new government at Prague indi- 
cates that there are others concern- 
ed in that enterprise in free govern- 
ment who likewise are far-sighted and 
level-headed. Born out of the midst 
of the old hotbed of monarchy, Czecho- 
Slovakia is wise enough to know what 
evils to avoid. Separation of church 
and state, the raising of public moral- 
ity, national tolerance and far-reach- 
ing social reforms without bloodshed 
are pillars in the political programme 
of this new government which Ameri- 
ca fostered. 

President Masaryk says he went 
through the Bolshevik revolution in 
Russia and observed it very closely. 
He concludes that Lenine and_ his 
followers represent the economic and 
social primitivism of the illiterate 
Russian muzhik. .
